Sometimes, 
and that is frequently, | take a hand in the 
work myself, and can milk from eight to ten 
cows inside of an hour:”’ 

‘‘How many are you milking now?” 

‘“Forty-one,’’ was the reply, ‘‘and,’’ con- 
tinued he, ‘‘mine isprobably three times as 
large as any dairy in thestate. I geta yield 
of eighty-five to ninety gallons per day, and 
the coming fall and winter I expect this to be 
inc reased to one hundred and forty gallons 
per pay. 

‘‘! admire your perfect system of order and 
cleanliness.”’ 

“Thanks. I require my men and boys-to 
keep every cow and her stall scrupulously 
neat and clean, and while now and then a 
bucket of milk is kicked over, the milk is 
strained immediately and is thoroughly pro- 
tected from dust and dirtand is free from sed- 
iment. I want you to watch,’’said Mr. John- 
son, smiling, ‘‘and see if any water is putin 
my ‘milk.’ 

“Y ou have no difficulty of course in sel- 


I sell at wholesale almost alto- 
gether, and do notcare to be troubled with 
the retail trade. Our wagon—two mules, car- 
ries it all and my little son you see over there 
milking,’ said Mr. Johnson, pointing toa 
bright thirteen- vear-old lad, “drives the w wag- 
on every morning and afternoon, through 
winterand summer. He keeps the account 
and I have never known him to loose a nickle. 
He attends to the business quite as well 
as I could. He is my best 
milker. is industrious and has never dis 
obeyed me. I am proud of my boy; but, 
however, I guess you are more interested in 
good stock than good boys, and there is one 
thing in particular to which I desire to call 
your attention specially, and that is to the fact 
that nearly all my stock is composed of scrub 
cattle. Do you see that cow vonder? ” said 
Mr. Johnson, pointing to a large brindle 
‘she is Georgia raised, and in seven months 
has given me eight hundred and 
foity gallons of rich milk. The next 
cow beyond yields six gallons per day, and I 
value her at $500. I have cows yielding three 
to four gallons daily that I would not sell for 
two hundred.”’ 

“Do you milk any Jerseys” 

“Only a few. I have just sold a fine regis- 
for $1,000. I am mixing the 
Georgia scrub cow with the Jersey, for my 
Opinion is that this common stock mixed 
with Jersey will produce splendid milkers. 
The milk from the mixed breed, while not so 
good as the full-bred Jersey, is supe- 
rior in richness to that of our ordinary scrub 
cows. 

Mr. Johnson has made the care of stock a 
life study and thinks there is no better climate 
in the world for stock raising than this, and 
that there is no reason why we should not 
equal Tennessee and Kentucky in this re- 
Spect. 

He is not oniy a sucessful dairyman, but 
has met with an _ unusual degree 
of success in truck-farming = or 
gardening Pointing to a smal] 
piece of ground, one fourth of an acre per- 
haps, ‘‘that strip, said he, ‘planted 
last vear in onions yielded me $200.”’ 

‘What do you plant?” 

‘Corn, beans, tomatoes, cabbage, onions, 
potatoes, melons, etc. I sold the other day 
at wholesale nine bushels of beans at $2 per 
bushel. With a good season | could readily 
sell one hundred dollars’ worth of vegetables 
every day. When the season is dry one has 
less to seil but gets better prices; and when 
the season 1s good prices are not so good, but 
‘vegetables are more plentiful.’ 

“So, after all, there 1s not such a great 
ference in net proltit?”’ 

“No. It will be adry season indeed when 
gardening and truck farming fail to pay.’’ 

Leaving the COWS, Mr. Jobnson showed us 
fifteen acres of as tine bottom land corn as we 
ever saw. This corn was planted in March, 
and although it has had only one rain 
since April 22, it will produce 
fifiy bushels’ to che acre. “This 
corn,’’ remarked Mr. Johnson, ‘‘with a season 
should have produced one bundred bushels 
to the acre. To-day from this patch I sold 
240 dozen roasting ears, at twenty cents a 
dozen, and have the money in my pocket. 
To-morrow I have engaged 500 dozen at the 
same price.”

He 
was wounded atthe battle of Winchester and 
returned. home just prior to the sur- 
render. He farmed in his native state in 
Chambers county uptil two years ago, 
when he decided to come to Atlanta. Since 
that time he has achieved a success of which 
any man might well feel proud. Heis a 
live, progressive, energetic man, and his suc 
cess affords no better proof of what such men 
can do with Georgia raised stock and Geor- 
gia land,

| A Young Irishman Ji\ts His Sw eetheart and Courts a 


Richer Gir.

In the Di “ lin Exchequer divison ou Satur- 
day, June 3v, a breach of promise case was 
heard be fore the Lord Chief Baron and a 
special city jury. Miss Mary Coghlann, ot 
i | almerston park, Rathmines, Dublin, was 
the plaintiff and Mr. Edward Spring, Possex- 
town house, Entield, gentleman, was ; the de- 
fendant. The action was one for alleged 
breach of promise to marry, and damages 
were laid at £5,000. 

Counsel for plaintiff, in opening the case, 
said it WaS @S gross @ \ iolation of a breach of 
promise as was ever he ard. The plaintill was 
a young lady living with her mother and 
brother, the latter, who was an oflicial under 
the Irish board of works, supporting ber. The 
defendant was a son of a gentleman of con- 
siderable wealth and influence, possessing car- 
riages, horses, and a retinue of servants. De- 
fendant also had means, and hunted in the 
county of Meath for a ¢ rable time. 
Plaintiff and defendant were known to each 
other by: appearance lor some lume, and the 
defendant made various attempts, through 
friends. to obtain an introduction. He ob- 
tained an introduction tothe plaintiff in 
february, LSi), when they met atthe house 
of a mutual friend. They met frequently af- 
terward, and the intimacy ripened into a 
deep ailection which culminated in July 
in a promise to marry by the defendant, 
who presented the plainullwith an engage- 
mentring. 

Up to the 
young lady’s all 
lessly viviated his promise. 
were otf the same rank, and suited to each 
other. The lady was twenty six. and defend- 
ant two or three years older, and both were 
Catholies. The plaintiffs brother was a dis* 
tinguished ritle shot, and well known as the 
champion shotof Ireland, The engagement 
was kept secret until the near approach of 
the time when they would be married. Many 
letters passed between them. In 1879 deten- 
dant addressed plaintiil as ‘‘iLlis dear little 
woman.”’ 

Detendant sizned himself ‘‘Brat,’’ the nama 
as appiied causing much laughter in court. 
This, counsel said, Was apparently a name of 
endearment. In another lerter he said he 
‘felt sat upon Ly the plaintiff,’ and always 
evinced great jealously if she had dealings 
with any other young man. In further let- 
ters he called her ‘“‘little sweetheart’ and 
‘wifey.’ Counsel read an immense number 
of letters in which , the defendant 
used to the plaintiff such expressions as 
“dear pet,’ ‘‘my own darting,” and spoke 
of them living together happily, and said 
he loved her and believed in his heart 
that she lovéd him. In One !etter he con- 
c'uded: **Goud-by, loved one. God bless you.” 
On the llth of Novem bef he spoke of her as 

My own child,” and expressed the wish that 
she shouid see his house and hear her say she 
liked it. ‘*‘Margery,’’ he went on, “I 1eally 
can not do without you, God bless you, dar- 
jing, with fondest love, from your Brat.”’ He 
uddi esses hhiahlly of his letters trom tbe Lein 
sier cub, of which be was a member 

l’roum that address he wrote to the plaintiff 
on the 15th of November, Iss1: “My own 
ny What is the matter with you? Now,

lieve that you are my first care. God bless 
you. KEppy.’ Here is another letter from 
defendant on December 15: ‘‘My precious 
love, you have indeed filled to the brim my 
cup of happiness. You are always with 
me, my litthe wife.’’ Of course that was im- 
agination. [{Laughter.| A long time after 
there had been a prolongation of the engage- 
ment he wrote to ber, asking her to be pa- 
tient, and wound up with the usual ‘God 
bless.’” He wrote in another letter: ‘I can 
not live without yeu. i wonder when will 
it be.’’ Counsel understood the defendant 
was now engaged to be married to a Miss 
Ball, with whom he was to receive a large 
fortune, 

Piaintiff having written that she would not 
release him from his promise, defendan 
wrote as follows: ‘“‘Vossextouwu house, En 
field, Thursday.—L am a bankrupt, and I am 
afraid like Vy tu be a drt ipkard, and, Maggie, 
if I do not ‘take tne advice given me (nego- 
tiations are being made for my marriage) I 
must leave the country pe »Dniless and alone.

The plaintiff having been examined, the 
counsel for detendant acknowledged that 
there was au breach of promise, and did not ex- 
amine any Witnesses,

bie, the jury retired, and, after ten minutes’ 
consultation, returned into court with a ver- 
dict for the plaintiff, giving her £1,200 
damages. 

The verdict was received with loud applause 
in court.

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THECRASH OF DEATH. 


A FRIGHTFUL MANGLING OF HU- 
MANITY. 


A Train Laden with Tourists from the Thousand Isles 
Runs into an Obstructive Box Car—The Screams 
ofthe Dying—Horror Increased by Rain 
and Darkness—K lied end Wounded, 


RocHESsTER, N. Y., July 28.—News was received 


here early this morning of a terrible disaster on the 
Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg railroad, near 
Carlton, last night. Asthe Thousand Islands train, 
running ata high speed on the main line, neared 
Carlton the engineer noticed a single car standing 
on the track ahead of him. Heat once put on the 
air brakes and reversed the lever of but 
before the speed of the train could be slackened 
the engine dashed into the obstruciion, and in an 
nstant ali was a scene of wreck and confusion 
and the air was filled with the groans of the dying 
and injured. The engineer, who heroically re- 
mained at his post, was fatally injured. When the 
crash came, the fireman, who stood by him till the 
last, wes instavtly killed, Word for assistance was 
at once telegraphed to Charlotte, a distance of 25 
miles. On the arrival of aid the work of rescuing 
the wounded and taking out the dead from the 
wreck was begnn. So far as can be learned, the 
Cir which caused the disaster was blown on to the 
main track from the branch by the high wind 
which prevailed at the time of the accident. It is 
supposed the Rev. Dr. Atwood, of Canton, and Rev. 
Dr. Fisk, of Syracuse, were passengers on the ill- 
fated train. Fourteen dead bodies were taken out 

at last advices. 
THE DETAILS OF THE 

The terrible accident whieh the 

tome, Wateitown and Ogdensburg railroad at Carl- 
tom station, about 9:30 last evening, by which 
nineteen persons were killed and _ three ip 
was a double header excursion train, No. 5', and 
bound for Clayton with the Thousand Islands 
tourists, mostly from Michigan. It was behind 
time, and at the timeof the collision was running 
forty miles an hour. The wind was 
blowing «a gale, and had blown the freight 
car off the side track partly on to 
the main track,when the excursion train come 
thundering along, those on board little knowing of 
the impending ac -cident by which so many were to 
beinvstantly killed. The collision came and threw 
one of the engines on its end and the other one into 
the ditch. The baggage car and two of the sleepers 
were completely demolished. The cars were 
piled upon one another until it was one heap of 
ruins. Atthe timea heavy thunder shower was 
passing over, aud the night was dark. The cries 
xud shrieks of the dying and wounded were terrible 
indeed. The crash washeard three miles away. 
The country is but thinly settled, and ‘it was some 
time before assistance could be obtained. 

THE DEAD AND THE DYING. 

The Coroner, Dr. Cochrane; of Albany, was sent 
for, and the work of recovering the bodies com- 
menced. The fireman was instantly killed, and 
the engineer, James McCarthy, of the second engine 
was terribly sealded. Hedied after they put him 
aboard the traiu for Oswego. The engineer, fire- 
man and train dispatcher of the first engine es- 
caped, although all were injured. Those of the 
injured whocould travel, were placed in the sleep- 
er and taken to the Fails, while the rest were ta 
ken to neighboring houses and cared for. One man 
who lives but afew rods from the wreck, had 
driven hisson to Lyndonville, a distance of three 
miles to take the train and got home justin time to 
find him 4 corpse. 
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SAD FUNERAL SCENSGS. 


Burying the Victims of the Livo!l Disaster in Baltl- 
more. 

BALTIMORE, July.2s.—As fast as one funeral was 
ended at Corpus Christi church another was begun. 
Father Starr has delivered four funeral addresses 
and buried fifteen persons from his church. The 
funerals were all those Of 
families of three and four. None 
of them were single ones. All the victims of 
the Tivoli disaster are now buried. Incidents of 
some of the funerals have been peculiarly distress- 
ing. In one a mother and her babe were buried 
in one coffin so built as to contain both bodies side 
by side. In another, one of the pall bearers 
was the beirothed of the girl buried. Another 
funeral was that cfa ycung man who wasto have 
been married to-day. Perhaps the saddest of all was 
that of three young girls, Agnes C. Feenan, Sarah 
and Maggie C. Thompson, which took 
place from Corpus Christi church. At 8:30 o'clock 
the remainsof Miss Feenan arrived, and the casket 
was placed on a catafalque atthe head of the main 
aisle close to the sanctuary. Twenty minutes later 
the body of Miss Hughes was brought into the 
church and placed in the main ai le, just behind 
the remains of Miss Feenan. lhe services were then 
commenced, and just as the choir were intoning the 
**Dies Ire, Dies llia,’’ the remains of Miss Thomp 
son were carried up the main aisle, followed by her 
sorrowing friends. The altarand the candelabra 
were draped in mourning. and the caskets coutain- 
ing the remaios of the young ladies were covered 
with beautiful floral designs. A solemn high mass 
of requiem Was celebrated for the repose of their 
souls, withthe Kev. William E. Starr as the cele- 
brani—Rev. M, E. Stanton Officiating asdeacon and 
Rey. J. Donahue, of st. Joseph’s church, as sub- 
deacon. The music was the Gregorian chant. Fath- 
er Starr made a short address. in which he said: 

‘‘Last Sunday evening at this altar-rail, two of 
these young ladies knelt to receive the body and 
blood of Jesus Christ. It was their last commnn- 
ion. They were practical Catholics, and thisit is 
that comforts usin our great grief. May God spare 
us the repetition of such another scene as we wit- 
nessed last Monday night. Iam ‘ot equal to the 
task «f preaching a sermon on this occasion. It 
speaks for itself plainer than words can express 
and the lesson we are to learn is that we kuow 
not how or when we shall be called, 
and that we snould always be prepared 
for death. All I can ask is that 
we pray forthe repose of their souls. If you ask 
me my own convictions | feel that they do not need 
our prayers mucha. Nevertheless, it is a Christian 
obligation we owe them at this time. We knew 
them in their daily walks and conversation, and 
ean testify 4 to‘ “their virtue jand innocence. 
Their very helplessness, as they lie before us now 
pleads for our pity and our prayers. They cannot 
speak for themselves, and we shouid implore the 
merciful God to ov erlook any of their shortcomings 
in life.

The space, 
boarded up when the house was torn down, may 
have been open when the man got there, and _ slip- 
ping or stepping off the stairs he may have fallen to 
the bottom, soinpjuring himself that he could not 
eall for aid. and so perished. ‘There are no suspi- 
(ions of foul play, and theoldest citizens know 
nothing of any story ef a crime connected with the 
house in question. The place is just on the boun- 
dary lineuf remnessee and North Carolina.

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IOWA INSURANC SH LAW, 


Judge Miraee! Decides an Important Disputed Ones 
tion! 

Des Mosnes, July 28 —Recently the state auditor 

revoked the official certificate of four life insurance 
companies, all organized under the Iowa incorpora- 
tion ‘aw. The grounds were set forth at the time 
by Mr. Browno, the auditor. the main one being 
that the securities deposited by the companies 
were in no manner liable by the letter of 
the poicy for the insurance money. The 
companies demurred stoutly to the order, which 
was contrary to the precedent of the auvitor’s of- 
fice. Finding Mr. Brown firm, the HomelInsur 
ance company, of Burlington, and the Security, of 
Des Moines, ore ugbt suitfora mandamus to com- 
pel the re storation of the certificates, and by agree- 
ment Judge Miracel, of Webster City, tried the 
cause last week. 

Judge Miracel’s decision refusing the writ was 
filed t» day. Init hesays: “The law requires the 
deposit for the purpose of securing the amount of 
the policy to the representatives of the insured in 
case of death or when the payment is required to 
be made. The auditoris authorized to receivea 
deposit for this and no other purpose. When, 
then, an insurance corporation -so contracts 
with its customers as not to become 
liable in'2ase of death, but undertakes to rendeJ 
services in the disbursement of funds, itis difficulh 
to see in what case it is an insurance company. 
Yet thisis modern co-operate insurance, as Ccon- 
ducted by the companies in the field. This class of 
companies may have, and doubtless have, their 
fieid of usefulness, but they did not exist when the 
general insurance laws of this state were framed. 
The auditor rightly refused them his certificate. 
Tne law was framed with reference to joint stock 
and invtual insurange companies only, and the 
plaiiull belongs to neither of these two classes.,’’

New York, July 28.—The factory girlsof Trenton, 
N. J., who number about 1 200, together with their 
friends, are up in arms against Editor Mott, of the 
Trenton Times, because of an article published 
Saturcay night which reflects on their morality. 
The subject was the new child-labor law, which the 
editor said would bring blessings in disguise, be 
cause it prohibited theemployment of young girls 
in factories. It then asserted: 

‘It isa notorious fact that more girls are led 
astray by workingin factories and where there are 
many persons employed thanin any other way. 
Tbe character of the average factory girl is well 
known to those who watch life in all its phases. 
In the vulgar parlance ofthe street, factory girls 
‘go to the bad’’ very fast. Could the records of 
fallen maidens be read it would be found thata 
majority of those who have become Outcasts from 
society and habitues of houses of ill- fame were once 
employed in factories, mills, or shops.’ 

The girls employed in the woolen mills and the 
Eagle pottery have signed a paper strongly de- 
nounecing the editor, and binding themselves to 
boycott all the merqhants, storekeepers, ete., who 
patronize his paper. Manufacturing potters and 
others who employ females are ve ry indignant at 
the attack, and they condemn Mottin unmeasured 
terms. ” he affairis town talk, and threats are 
made against the offending editor if he is ever 
found near any of the factories.

For this offense he was 
placed under seven hundred dollar bond for 
appearance at the next term of the circuit 
court. Smith was intoxicated when he did 
the shooting. He thinks he has the best 
stand in town for a bar and gambling estab- 
lishment, and labors under the delirium that 
all gamblers and barkeepers are after him to 
get him in trouble or run him out of town.

After 
going to bed they were aroused by men calling 
at the gate. Smallwood went out and talked 
with the party, came back into the house and 
litalamp. ‘Three masked men then camein. 
Haynes awoke and said, jaughingly, that they 
were a queer looking set of men. One of the 
party drew a pistol, presented it at Haynes 
and, without speaking, motioned him 
him. to be quiet. The other two 
hen went to a bed where Dock, a son of 
Mr. Haynes, was lying, dragged him out into 
the yard and whipped him unmercifully. 
Smaliwood and a man by the name of Fur- 
gerson, living in White county, were bound 
over to Hall county superior courtgSmall- 
wood as accessory before the fact. The others 
have not been arrested.

The Death of Johu Gilham, Who Hid Out for Fourteen 
Y cars.

Some time about the year 1869, as every 
body knows, there existed in some paris Oo 
the country, and especially in the state of 
South Carolina, what was Kouown as the 
kiux Klan.” lu one of these secret clans in 
the state mentioned was an old gentleman 
who was looked upon as being responsible tor 
the mysterious death of a couple of negroes 
A warrant Was SWorn OUL agalust him, and to 
evade an investigation he fled the country 
aud came to Coweta county, and made 
the home = By, OU. Gh 6G 
own where he has since resided. [or four- 
teen long years he is said to have carried 
buckled around him tw» large pistols, as if 
fearing some sudden attack. Mr, Gay lives 
just between the swamps of Keg and 
Line creeks, and this old gentleman, when 
he first came to live with Mr. Gay,spenta great 
portion of his time in these swamps—becom- 
ing familiar with every nook and corner 
—and I opine the midnight owl has often 
hushed his hooting at his approach, and the 
spooks have stood aside to let this old gen- 
tleman pass. He was a terror to the ne- 
groes who knew him, and the white people 
also new the danger in him when he had sutli- 
cient cause to be angry. But he is gone now, 
and not one person who knew him can say 
one word unfavorable to his integrity, or de- 
rogatory to his honor. He has lived in the 
county for iourteen years, but l don’t suppose 
that fifty persons in the county knew that 
such a man lived among us. This wonderful 
and interesting old man was no other than 
John Gilham, whose name, by his 
permission, I have been appending to 
jhe letters that I have been lately writing for 
the Advertiser. fora long time Mr. Gilham 
has been subject to attacks of cramp, and one 
day, not long since, he was alone in the creek 
swamps near Mr, Gay's residence, when one 
of these attacks came on him, aod he was at 
once prostrated and rendered utterly helpless. 
A neyro man passing by in ashort time was 
asked by Mr. Gilham to step to the 
houseand inform Mr. Gay’s family of his 
condition, but the negro, fvor some 
reason saw fit to pass on, and saying 
to Mr. Gilham that hedid not have time 
Thus, by his inhumanity, the old gentleman 
was compelled to remain in the marshy 
swampin fearful agony forsome three or 
four hours, when he was found in a senseless 
condition by aseining party and carried to 
the house, where he lingered for several days 
in great pain, until one day iast 
week when his soul, relieved from 
the evil spirits of the  kuklux, be- 
gan its endiess flight to the ethereal re- 
gions, where the unlucky stars do not shine. 
My neighbors say that if Mr. Gilham bad sur- 
vived his last attack it would not have 
proven very fealthy for the aforesaid darkey, 
and perhaps he would have skipped along the 
milky way to join his brethren in heaven 
who were sent up from the good old state o1 
South Carolina during the days of the kuklux, 
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Something About Bread-Making. 

By the process of bread-makiny it is inten- 
ded to convert the flour of cer. ain graius into 
a cellular structure, in Waich itis most easily 
chewed, saturated with the fluids of the 
mouth,and digested. In order to arrive at 
this end, alcoholic fermentation is resorted 
to from video times, by introducing the same 
in the dougir by means of brewers’ yeast. 
Thus a small partof the flour is converted 
into glucose, which again is transformed into 
alcohol and carbonic acid. The former is 
recognized by its peculiar vinous odor, ex- 
haled by the loaves, when sufficiently raised. 
Both gases produce the raising of the dough— 
i. e., the porous and spongy appearance, 

By this fermentation the flour not only 
loses weight, but the bread also attains quali- 
ties which may injure the process of diges- 
tion. 

In order to evade these inconveniences 
chemists have long ago searched, to impart 
the spongy structure of the dough by other 
means than yeast, respectively by substances 
evolving gaseous bodies, or which, in the 
oven are transfomred into gases themselves. 
To the best known belong the bicarbonate of 
soda and cream of tartar, certainly well 
known to all housewives. And with regard 
to most of the baking powders of the trade, 
they are mainly preparations containing these 
substances. However, it cannot be said of 
any of them that they exert a beneficial in- 
fluence on the system, not to speak of the 
adulterations, to which most of them have 
lately been subjected. 

We are glad to learn that Protessor E. N. 
Horsford, of Cambridge, Mass., who held the 
chair ofchemistry in Harvard university, in- 
vented, some time since, a baking preparation 
forming an exception to those spoken of, 
which has already attained universal reputa- 
tion. 

The idea by which Professor Horsford was 
guided wasnot only to turnish a substitute 
for brewers yeast, but also to provide those 
nutritious constituents of the flour lost iu the 
bran in the process of bolting. These are the 
so-caHed phosphates, which are also the nu- 
tritive salts of meat, and of the utmost impor- 
tance for the building up of the organism. If 
we take into consideration that the nutritive 
value of wheaten flour is from twelve to fif- 
teen per cent less than of the wheat grain, 
and that this loss is now restored by Professor 
Horsford’s invention,then we must look upon 
it as of the greatest national economic impor- 
tance. As Justus von Liebig said: ‘’The 
result is the sameas if the fertility of our 
wheat fields had been increased by one-sey- 
enth or one-eighth.’’

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A PRACTICAL SERMON. 

It sometimes happens that we feel moved 
to preach in these columns a practical sermon 
for the benefit of our readers. To-day is Sun- 
day, there is opportunity for reflection, and 
so, While the impulse is upon us, we proceed 
to preach upona subject that ought to at- 
tractthe attention of all who are impressed 
with the belief that cleanliness is next to 
godliness, . 

For several weeks past our foreign dispatch 
es have been filled with reports of the ravages 
of cholera inthe east, and its rapid spread 
toward the west. Itis hardly possible that 
the telegrams have exaggerated the extent of 
its ravages or the rapidity of its movements. 
Indeed, the tendency all the 
way. The telegrams come 
British sources, it 
to the temporary commercial interest 
England to repress and cover up the real 
character of the epidemic. It is well known 
that British rapacity is responsible for the 
spread of the cholera in other years, and 
we may take it forgranted that there has 
been as little improvement in British rapac- 
‘ity as there has been in cholera, both being 
diseases of long standing, each playing into 
the other's hand, and one having created 
about as much death and suffering in this 
world as tlie other. - 

But the fact to which we desire to call at- 
tention is, that the cholera is rapidly making 
its way toward the United States. There 
seems to be no reason to doubt that the dis- 
ease has gained a foothold in England. Brit- 
ish rapacity has not only opened wide the 
door, but it has gone in search of the disease, 
having little or no trouble in finding it. Tak- 
ing it for granted that the cholera is in Lon- 
don, there is no reason to doubt that it will 
find its way to the United States. There are 
a hundred different channels through which 
the disease may be brought to this country, 
and none of them can be reached through 
the medium of our blundering and imperfect 
sanitary regulations. 

Should the cholera reach this country dur- 
ing the next few weeks, and it may even now 
be hovering on our coast, there is no estima- 
ting the rapidity of its spreai nor the extent 
of its ravages. Under all the circumstances 
therefore, it would seem to be the duty of 
Atlanta to put its house in order; and this 
brings us to what Uncle Jimmy Danielly— 
peace to his aggressive ashes—was wont to 
call ‘‘the peth of the whole business.’’ 

Why should Atlanta put her house in 
order? Simply because the fact that a case 
of cholera has never occurred here, even when 

the disease made its appearance in Tennessee 
and Alabama, is no evidence that it will 
never appear here should it become epidemic 
in other sections. All theories in regard to 
cholera, and most remedies, fail when they 
are brought face to face with the disease 
itself. 

The only remedy worth considering is pre- 
vention. Perfect sanitation means preven- 
tion if anything does, and it will not do for 
Atlanta to remain idle and depend upon her 
position, her freestone water, and her nat- 
urally fine climate, for exemption. There is 
no need of alarm that we know of, but it is 
better for the people to be alarmed than to 
restundera sense of security which shall 
prove false in the end. It should be remem- 
bered, also, by those interested, that Atlanta 
is notin as perfect a sanitary condition to- 
day as when the cholera made its appeaaance 
in our neighborhood a few vears ago. Its 
population has increased, and it is to be 
feared that there has been no corresponding 
increase in the public desire to keep the city 
in a cleanly and healthy condition. 

It isa matter of vast importance and THe 
Constitution hopes that proper and timely 
consideration will open the eyes of the peo- 
ple to the real natureof the responsibilities 
assumed by those who are placed in author- 
ity. There is likewise a burden of responsi- 
bility upon every citizen, and the board of 
health, in whatever direction it may 
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the city, should have the prompt and unhesi- 
tating co-operation and assistance of every 
person in Atlanta. 

The probability is that Atlanta would escape 
a cholera epidemic in any event, but it is only 
a probability. As already stated, there are 
no theories and few remedies that have any 
effect on It a disease that has 
been in the habitof trampling on probabili- 
ties for generations, There is but one known 
condition that it avoids and that is perfect 
cleanliness. It originates in filth, and dies 
out in the presence of perfect sanitation. 

Atlanta cannot afford to take any chances. 
Tie board of health, backed by the au-

proper to promote the sanitary condition of 


thorities, as it ceriainly will be by public 
sentiment, should at once put in operation 
a rigid and adequate system of sanitation. 
If any additional funds are needed they will 
be forthcoming. No one knows what August 
and September may bring forth. The un- 
healthiest season of the year is still ahead 
of and the cholera approaching the coast 
line.

They were intended for China, and it is 
inexpedient to delay their departure for the place 
of destination.’’ 

An intelligent young Englishman of good 
family, a baronet’s son, who has been investing 
largely in lands in Texas, was asked how it was 
that somany of his countrymen were buying land 
in thiscountry justatthistime. ‘‘I will tell you,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Thereisa very general feeling that there 
willbe a great change in England soon, equal to 
that made in the south by yourcivil war.

Someone 
had told her that this young doctor had an ungov- 
ernable temper and stuck knives into women with- 
out hesitation when he was angry. However, the 
free dispensary was the foundation of his political 
fortune, forit made him very popular among the 
work-people of Montmartre.

Quite 
anumber favored limiting the tax to thirty cents 
absolutely, but it wasconsidered saf@and wise to 
soamend thecharter asto permit atax of fifty 
eentsifthose owning mostot theproperty shoud 
so desire and consentin writing, the idea being that 
more money mightbe needed than a tax of thirty 
ceuts would raise and those having 
om @2 it to pay should have the 
right to levy the tax. Personal property has 
never been taxed in West Lnd,and it is presumed 
that that policy will continue for many years. The 
taxes collected this year will probably be from ten 
to twelve hundred dollars, seven or eight hundred 
dollars of which will be neccssary io defray the ex- 
penses of the municipal government, leaving from 
three to four hundred dollars toexpend on streets; 
asumentirely inadequate for necessary or perma- 
nentimprovements. Thirty cents ou the hundred 
dollars will add a third more to the income of the 
town, and itis probable that next year some eight 
or ten hundréd dollars can be put on the streets, 
and if judiciously done, the work will be a matter 
of congratulation.

FULTON’S AFFAIRS. 


A Talk with Mr. Tyler Cooper on the Condition of the 
County. 

A CONSTITUTION man had an interesting talk yes 
terday with Mr. Tyier Cooper, clerk of the commis- 
sioners of roads and revenues. Some interesting 
facts touching the condition of the county were 
gleaned. Asked the scribe: 

**How much does Fulton county owe: 

“The bonded debt of the county is $40,900. 
bonds were issued for the purpose of buildiug uh: 
newcourthouse. The other indebtedness for cur- 
rent monthly expenses, balances on clock, engine, 
eitc., in the courthouse, will not exceed $5,000.” 

“When are the bonds to be paid””’ 

“Wewill pay $15,000 of them on the Ist of No- 
vember of this year, $13,000 on the Ist of November 
of next year, and the remainder on the Ist of No- 
vember, 1855.’’ 5 

‘Is is possible that this county owes only $45,009, 
then’”’’ 

‘Itis not only possible, but is a veritable fact, 
and I willfurther tell you that the county owns 
real estate to the value of $240,000, which is pai 
for. So, you see, the county is in a _ pret! 
fair financial condition. We own the new cou: 
house building and grounds, we own the jail and 
grounds, we own 320 acres of good land on Peach- 
tree road, where the present almshouse is located ; 
we own about 45 acres on the Marietta road, just be- 

ond the exposition grounds, which was bought to 

ocate a new almshouse; we own 5 acres 
on West Peachtree street where the 
north Atlanta division of the chain gang convicts 
are quartered.

Weown four acres on Humphries 
street Where the south Atlanta division ef the con- 
yviets are guartered, allof which we estimate tobe 
worth $240,000, which is a fair estimate.’’ 

“What is the taxable value of the property of the 

unty?’’ 

* he digist is not yet made up for the fiscal year 
1883, but Mr. J, O, Harris, the tax receiver, tells me 


that from calculations and estimates made so far it 
will prabably reach $26,000,000 ”’ 

‘‘Haye you any idea what the rate of taxation for 
the fiscal year 1#83 will be?’’ 

“T have noidea yet. The county commissioners 
cannot make their levy for the county tax until the 
digest is footed up and turnedover to them. 
The _ state tax is assessed at 25 cents 
on the one hundred 
county tax was 40 centson the or 
last year and will probably not be increased 
year, and may even*be reduced. The reduction of 
the tax, however, depends upon a contingency. 
The contingencyisthis: Itis generally known |! 
presume, that owing to the character of our soil it 
is impossible to have good roads other than by 
macadamizingthem. In view of this fact it. was 
proposed that the proper solution of the difficulty 
was that the county should issue bonds 
to the amount of about $250 UOJ 
and with the amount derived from the sale of the 
bonds from time to time macadamize the roads. The 
county commissioners conferred with the senator 
and representatives of this County about the mat 
ter, and as the result of this conference, have about 
decided, thatinstead of creating an indebtedness 
by the issuing of Sonds, that they would raise arev- 
enue yearly for this purpose by taxation. This will 
of necessity either increase or prevent a decrease of 
taxation for the present. It will take, of course, a 
longertime to mecadamize the roads under this 
plan, but the question is, whether it is a wiser pol 
icy to pursue thiscourse or to plunge the county 
into a debt whichit will take vears to liquidate. 
Thisis a que:-tion that each one who reads must 
decide for himself.’’ 

“What is the system Of working the roads at pres- 
ent?’’ 

‘*The system is pretty much that of the general 
road laws of the state, with a few exceptions under 
local acts for thiscounty. The roads of each mili- 
tia district inthe county are under the charge of 
three road commissioners. There are twelve mili- 
tia districtsin this county, and consequently thirty- 
six road commissioners. The roads are worked ev- 
ery year at such times as the road commissioners in 
each district determine. The roads now are in 
pretty good order, as-they generally are in summer, 
butno ordinary rosd work, beit ever so perfect, 
will prevent them from being cut up by the travel 
when the winter rains prevail.’ 

‘‘How many bridges are therein the county ’?’’ 

‘Thavn’t time to investigate and give you the 
exact number now, bit there are, large and small, 
about twenty-five bridges in this county; some are 
new, others recently repaired, and all in tolerable 
good condition.”’

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THE OIL CASES, 


Captain Harry Jackson Giyes a Clear Statement of the 
Whole Affair. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION man had a talk with 
Captain Harry Jackson about the recent trial inthe 
city court of the agent of the Chess Carley oil com- 
pany in this city for alleged violations of the law 
regulating the sale of oils below the test required 
bylaw. Captain Jackson gave a full statement of 
the case, which will be read with interest. Said he: 

‘The history of the case is as follows: Some 
months ago prosecutions were commenced against 
Mr. Crosby and Mr. Wilson, the representatives of 
the Chess-Carley companyat this point. The prose- 
cution was for the sale of oil below 120 degrees fah- 
renheit, the cest prescribed bylaw. These proceed- 
ings were instituted by P. W. Pittman, as informer, 
would have been entitled to one-half 
of the fine if the defendant had been found 
guilty. Inaddition to thatcase the same informer 
instituted three cases against Mr. Kirke for the sale 
of gasoline below the test and for keeping in storage 
the samearticle,in violation of the statute. On 
Wednesday the case against Mr. Crosby was taken 
up in the city court before Judge Clark. it was in 
the form ofan accusation against Crosby for the 
sale of Kerosene oil below thetest. The trial con 
sumedtwo days. Professor Whites, of the state uni- 
versity, and also state chemist, wentintoa minute 
Statementof the proper mode of testing oil, 
as did also Dr. Lawton, inspector for_ Fulton 
county,and Mr. Seay, inspector for Floyd county. 
Those gentlemen had experimented with the 
the same oil which had been submitted to Dr. Fred 
King and Mr. Calder who made tests for the inform- 
er. The fir-t named gentleman made the oii go 
from 139 to 142, that being about 20 degrees above 
the test required by the statute. This same oil Dr. 
King and Mr.Caider made burn at from 123 to 129',. 
[t was therefore insisted thatif the testimory of the 
experts sworn for the defense was correci by which 
the variation of from 15 to 20 degrees made above 
the results reached by the experts sworn for the in- 
former it was shown toa reasonable certainty that 
thei of the oils—the basis of the 
accusatiou—were also incorrect as they had 
made that oil go to but 102 degrees. It was further 
shown for the defense the exact number of tanksof 
oil received by them for each month 
from December to March inclusive, 
that each tank had been ipspected

by Dr. Lawton, the state inspector, who pronounced 


it above the test fixed by law. Thatthey had never 
sold any oil below that test. Therefore the case of 
the informer rested alone upon his own evidence 
that he had not tampered with the samples of oil 
which he had purchased in this market before sub- 
mitting them to Dr. King and Mr. Calder. Of 
course if they had been tempered with the tests 
made by those gentlemen could not be relied 
upon, if not tampered with tue correctness of 
their results depended on tne skilland good faith 
with which they acted. Afterelaborate argument 
for the prosccution and defense the court acquitted 
the defendant. In his decision Judge Clark stated 
that the prosecution signaily failed in two partic- 
ulars. ‘That there wasnot a sufficient identifica- 
tion of the simples of oil _precured by the informer 
as being the same oil sold by the Chess-Curley 
compauy because the informer did not procure 
his samples there directly from them but from 
persons to whom they had sold the oa], and who 
were hotineourt complaining. Therefore it was 
possible for the purchasers from the Chess-Cariey 
company to have tampered with the

It was possible for 
Pitman theinformer to haye doneso. Therefore 
he should decide that the defendant was not guilty 
under the evidence. He further stated that the ev- 
idence disclosed the fact that the informer Pitman, 
was substantially a professional detective, and 
while such persons migat tell the truthin the court 
house yetasa judicial officer, he would never de 
prive any citizen ofhis liberty or property upon 
the uncorroborated testimony of sucha wituess

The high character of the gentlemen in charge of 
the business of the Chess-Charley company in this 
city would also bea sufficient guarantee that the 
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lives and the property of our people would not be | 


subjected to undue hazard on account of the vio- 
lation of the law by them.”’ 

In the trial of the case the defendant was repre- 
sented by Jackson.& King, and the prosecution was 
represented by Solicitor Ellis and Colonel George fT.

FUNERAL OF MR. WOOLLEY. 


The Services at Trinity Church Vesterday—The Cer, 
emonies at the Grave. 

Yesterday morning at Trinity church occurred 
the funeral of the late Mr. W. P. Woolley. A large 
number of sympathizing frien present, 
There was a Masonic escort for the remains. After 
the choir sang ‘‘Come Ye Disconsolate,’’ Rev. A. G. 
Haygood, D. D., prayed, and after another hymn 
he announced that Professor Slaton, who had 
cnown the deceased young man as his teacher 
some years, would make some remarks. 

Prof, Slaton said that he had been a teacher since 
he was eighteen years old, and had probably known 
ten thousand pupils, but he had never, among 
them all, seen a nobler boy than Price Woolley. 
His bright career as a student in the Atlanta public 
schools and at Emory college was alluded to. Life 
seemed opening beautifully before him, and he 
had already won an enviable name, though just iz 
his twenty-fourth year. Why he should have been 
taken was bevond the understanding of those who 
loved ana admired him. It is all well, because 
God has said so, and at the resurrection it will be 
made plain to the understanding too weak to 
grasp it now. 

Dr. Haygood made some touching remarks. The 
telegram announcipg the death was the first inti 
mation he had that his young friend had 
been sick and he felt like oue who, walking in the 
dark, receives a sudden blow. Tothe high mental 
gifts of Mr. Woolley he bore testimony, but more 
precious was nis lovely character. His gentleness 
aud perfect obedience to his parents was often no- 
ticed. His modesty was like that of a girl in its 
purity, and a coarse suggestion had been known to 
bring the flush to his cheek and to cause 
him to turn away, A high career 
seemed to await him ar it 
seems hard that he has been called away. But he 
hes notgoneto thegrave. As George McDonald 
says in one of his stories—‘*No person was ever yet 
putinto agrave.’’ The poor body does not own 
the soul. The soul owns the body, If the educa- 
tion of this lovely youth was not completed when 
he left college, his life isnot yet ended. Itis 
transferred to a higherand a bettersphere, where 
itshall grow and be happy forever. ‘The funeral 
exercises were concluded at the grave, where Ma- 
sonic honors were accorded the remains, 

Mr. Woolley was justly one of the most popular 
young meninthecity. He had won a high place 
in the esteem of all who knew him, and his rare 
gifts pointed to usefulness and honor in no com- 
mon degree. His death is deeply regretted by a
